The troops will be taken from the

barracks,

N iagara and Governors island, N. Y„ 
and Forts M cPherson and Oglethorpe, 
in Georgia. 
The arm y action followed th e tran s­ 
mission of the following note fi*jn 
.Secretary of S tate Knox to the Cuban 
governm ent: 
"I have the honor to inform you 
that the president has decided to send 
four w arships to the ports of Oriente 
aud to disem bark m arines to protect 
property ol Americans, but without at- 
tacking the rebels.

hopes 
the 
Cuban governm ent will 
quickly end the revolt; otherwise, the 
United States, in accordance with the 
treaty, will lie obliged to push an a* 
tire campaign to crush the rebellion.” 
The proc initiation which Gomez fias 
issued to the Cuban people railing on 
them to aid in suppressing the rising 
is believed to be directly attributable 
to Secretary Knox's note. 
Word ta m e from Havana that Co’o- 
nel O restes Ferrara, speaker of the 
Cuban house of representatives, unex 
pettedly sailed from H avana for the 
United States by way of Key West 
Tile object of Colonel F errara a visit 
to tile United S tates is not known, but 
It is believed he is acting as the spe­ 
cial agent of 
President 
Com es to 
W ashington. 
S tate departm ent off)dais adm itted 
that the United Stmtes is weary of 
Gomez’s reiterations of his ability to 
crush the rebellion while he a p paren t- 
ly m akes little headway, ami if cond! 
tions do not improve within the next 
few days the nlted S tates will take the 
affair into her own hands, send troops 
to the island and fo r Ibly protect toe 
Americans and their property, at the 
same tim e assum ing jurisdiction ovei 
Cuba 
In addition to the SPOO troops or­ 
dered held ready the war d e t r i m e n t 
also sent warning to western posts 
that their men might b« needed and 
to see that every man was In read!

move would give th# United States a 
force of 12,500 men In Cuba Inside ol 
a week, from the tim e they started, 
besides the 2000 m arine and 1000 blue­ 
jackets that could be m ustered from 
the warships already in Cuban water*

insurrect^ chief, denying that the up 
rising was a race war, or that the in 
B urredos had been guilty of wanton 
outrages, was made public at th e sta e 
departm ent.

How Wilton's Creek Appeared Year 
or More After It Had Become 
Known Over Country. 


Th© appearance of th© W ilson’* 
creek battle field a year and mort 
after thla obscure Missouri valley be­ 
came known to all the country Is de­ 
scribed In a letter written November 
24, 1862, by the late Caph William 
Van Gundy of the Ninety-fourth UH 
nols regiment, which v a l concerned 
In the Arkansaa-Missourl campaign of 
that season. 
The letter is now In the 
possession of Captain Van Gundy’s 
grandson. A. L. Benedict of Franklin 
Park, 111. 
It Is, In part, aa follows: 
“Wilson'* creek, Mo., Nov. 24, 1862. 
—I wrote you two letter* elnce wr* 
left Springfield, in which I gave yon 
sn account of our march up to th* 
twenty-first, when we were camped on 
the Jamee river. 
Wa left there th* 
next morning and traveled about a 
mile weet, when we were baited and 
two compania* were detailed to build 
a bridge acrose the river. 
This wa# 
done by piling ap rails in the water 
for pillars about fifteen feet apart; 
then logs were laid from one pile to 
the other for sills; then rails were 
laid across on the log* for a floor to 
walk on 
Th© bridge was about IOO 
feet long 
It took about one and one- 
half hours to build It 
We crossed 
over with dry feet, but we did not stop 
to put th* rail* back on the fence 
again. 
“After we had crossed the river w© 
kept bearing to th© north until we 
struck the main road from Springfield 
to Caseville. 
Then we came about a 
mile 
toward 
Springfield 
to V/ilson 
creek, where we camped and we are 
still here. 
Herron’e whole division ie 
camped here, about 10,000 men. 
Tot­ 
ten's division Is about ten Lillet south. 
We are about one and one-half mile* 
eouth of the battle ground 
“Yesterday was a beautiful Sabbath 
day, and Henry, Ad. Branaman, Gip. 
Watkins and John Furr and myself 
went over to see the bsttle ground. 
We followed the road until we came 
to a large frame house, where they 
told us Price bad his cannon planted 
in front and about fifteen feet fr >m 
the house 
It was here that Sigel took 
Price’s cannon and burned bls train 
of wagons.

“We went on about half a mile 
northwest of this house and we came 
to the spot where General Lyon was 
killed. 
I confess that aa I went up 
to the place there was a feeling came 
over me different from anything 
I 
ever experienced before 
I had read 
over and over about the battle and 
hie death, not dreaming that I would 
ever see the place, but here I a a a 
right on the very spot where he felL 
The spot Ie kept sacred. 
There Is a 
pile of rocks where he fell, and every­ 
body that goes to tee the place puts a 
stone on the pile. 
I put two, and all 
that were with me did the same 
The 
bones of hie two horses ar* lying 
about twelve feet from where he fell. 
It is a very rough and uneven plac© 
for a battle. 
There are tree* 
and 
bushes all over It, and there Is hardly 
a tree or bush that escaped the bul­ 
le ts”

Valuable Manuscript Left by Colona! 
Burnaby Defied the Efforts 
of Exports. 


It was stated at the tim # of Colonel 
Burnaby's death that he had left be­ 
hind him the manuscript of a novel, 
for which there was considerable com­ 
petition among the publishers. 
This is quite true. 
The manuscript, 
a bulky parcel, was handed to 
me 
with 
discretionary 
power either to 
publish It myself or to use It in con­ 
nection with the proposed biography. 
Here a singular and, aa it finally 
proved, a fatal obstacle presented It­ 
self. 
Familiar for many years with 
Burnaby’s handwriting, I could 
not 
after diligent endeavor make out more 
than a sentence here and th ere on the 
crowded page of manuscript. 
Burnaby’s 
writing 
was, 
possibly 
with the exception of Dean Stanley’s, 
the worst I ever saw. 
It looked as lf 
before sitting down to write a letter 
he had pulled a twig out of the hedge, 
mixed a little blacking and then gone 
ahead. 
He wrote the whole of his "Ride to 
Khiva” and his “Ride on Horseback 
Through Asia Minor” with his 
own 
hand. 
But before they reached the 
printer they were fairly written out 
by a copyist. 
The hapless man used to m ake out 
as 
much 
as 
he 
could, then leave 
blanks, for filling up which he had to 
seek 
the 
assistance 
of the author. 
Sometimes there were more blanks In 
a page than words. 
Despairing of making anything of 
the manuscript of th# novel. It was 
submitted to a publisher, who turned 
upon It his most skillful deelpheriat. 
Neither head nor tall could be made 
of the manuscript and the intention 
of publishing the novel was conse­ 
quently abandoned.—Sir H. W. Lucey, 
in Cornhlll Magazine.

works of nature that result In bring­ 
ing to light previously 
unrecognized 
Inhabitants of the soil really possess 
a very high degree of Interest, since 
they often indicate unsuspected 
pro­ 
cesses whereby the earth is kept In 
a condition to be the home and nour­ 
isher of man. 
Darwin surprised the general read­ 
ing public by his revelations of the 
Indispensable role played by the hum­ 
ble earthworm in cultivating the soil 
He showed how the 
strength of 
a 
pigmy was changed 'nto 
that of 
a 
giant by the virtue of numbers and or 
Industry, so that the richest soli was 
turned over and over again by the la­ 
bors of earthworms and thus kept in a 
fertile condition 
When, however, Darwin discovered 
the importance of the work done by 
worms, he was not aw are of the ex­ 
istence of more than 
eight 
or 
ten 
species In Great Britain 
Now, owing 
to the labors of students who have de­ 
voted their time 
to th e 
study 
of 
earth worms In that country, at least 
twenty different species 
are 
known, 
and a vast amount of Interesting In­ 
formation baa been gathered concern­ 
ing their character and habits 
It might be thought that there Ie 
not much difference 
among 
worms.
